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Shifnal  Rural  District  Council 


This  Report  is  again  presented  in  an  abbreviated  form  to 
compl}^  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  More 
detailed  information,  however,  has  been  given  in  relationship  to 
factories,  and,  in  this  connection,  particulars,  under  separate 
cover,  have  been  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever  showed  a  considerable  rise  on  the  numbers  for 
1946,  an  average  of  more  than  one  case  per  month  being  main¬ 
tained.  Measles  accounted  for  a  large  number  of  cases,  but  this 
was  not  associated  with  any  corresponding  rise  in  Whooping 
Cough.  One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  —  this  in  an 
adolescent.  The  calls  on  the  use  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  were  very  few. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Early  in  the  outbreak  which  extended  widely  over  the 
country  two  cases  occurred  in  the  Albrighton  District.  Both 
were  diagnosed  early  and  there  were  no  deaths.  It  was  noticeable 
the  uneasiness  which  this  outbreak  caused  in  the  neighbourhood^ 
explained  by  the  comparatively  unknown  nature  of  this  infection. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births. 

The  Rate  for  this  was  high  and  there  was  an  equally  higher 
Death  Rate  in  this  group  than  that  of  England  and  Wales.  No 
Deaths  from  Maternal  Causes  were  reported. 

General  Deaths. 

This  followed  very  closely  that  generally  prevailing. 
Tuberculosis. 

The  Total  on  the  Register  shows  an  increase,  but  the  Death 
Rate  compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  country.  This  should 
be  expected  in  a  rural  area. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  fully  reported  in  the  relevant 
sections  of  this  report.  Much  of  your  Local  Officer’s  time  has 
been  devoted  to  the  control  of  the  cleansing  service  and  to  the 
work  of  sanitary  surveying.

Thp  Registrar  General  again  assesses  a  slight  rise  in 
tion.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  use  of  the  more  southern 
part  of  the  area  for  residential  purposes  and  the  outlet  for  labour 
in  the  agricultural  held.  There  is  little  industrial  enterprise, 
but  an  outlet  for  this  may  arise  in  the  northern  area.  The 
residents  are  favoured  with  good  bus  and  train  services  and  from 
the  district  the  general  trend  is  to  Wolverhampton  for  shopping 
and  social  activities.  Locally  there  is  felt  the  need  for  greater 
facilities  for  amusement  and  recreation  ;  in  Albrighton  the  lack 
of  a  cinema  is  felt,  while  in  the  two  main  villages  there  is  room 
for  the  development  of  spaces  for  outdoor  recreation.

General  Provision  for  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Ambulance  Service. 

One  ambulance,  stationed  at  Shifnal  R.D.C.  offices,  provides 
a  24-hour  service  maintained  by  office  caretaker.  When  necessary 
a  scavenging  department  driver  acts  in  off-duty  hours.  It  is 
proposed  to  retain  the  ambulance  at  Shifnal  (under  Donnington 
control)  with  the  new  arrangements  coming  into  force  in  July, 
1948,  under  the  National  Health  Service  -Act. 
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Mortuary  Service. 

Shifnal  Cottage  Hospital  provides  the  general  mortuary, 
situated  in  an  outbuilding,  the  single  room  being  approximately 
10-ft.  by  7-ft.  6-in.  Post  mortem  examinations  are  also  per¬ 
formed  in  this  room.  The  Shifnal  Institution  have  set  aside  a 
small  outbuilding  to  be  used  only  for  patients  from  the  Institution.

General  Observations. 

The  slow  delivery  of  bins  and  two  new  vehicles  unfortunately 
delayed  the  inauguration  of  a  Scavenging  Scheme  covering  the 
whole  area.  During  1948  such  a  scheme  will  be  in  operation  and 
it  should  be  possible  in  the  report  for  that  year  to  adequately 
discuss  both  the  provision  of  dust  bins  and  the  performance  of 
the  Lewin  Compressing  Refuse  vehicle.

In  addition  to  paper  and  cardboard,  collection  of  bottles, 
scrap  iron  and  rags  was  re-inaugurated  during  1947.  With  the 
replacement  of  unreliable  vehicles,  salvage  results  should  be 
vastly  improved  in  1948.  Incentive  bonuses  are  paid  to  operatives. 

Disinfestation  and  Control  of  Vermin. 

Rat  Control.  Refuse  tip  under  Salop  C.C.  contract.  Remainder 
referred  to  that  authority  after  investigation  and  in  this  way  the 
vermin  population  is  kept  within  reasonable  limits.  Apart  from 
the  tip,  the  major  infestations  were  invariably  centred  around 
agricultural  buildings,  piggeries,  etc. 

Person,  Clothes  and  Bedding,  Homes.  A  small  number  of 
cockroach  infestations  came  to  light  —  mainly  in  the  older  residential 
areas  of  Shifnal.  Two  cases  of  bug  infestation  and  two  others 
concerning  fleas  were  dealt  with  utilizing  D.D.T.  spray  and  powder. 
In  every  case  we  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  willing  co-operation  of 
both  landlord  and  tenant. 

Comments. 

It  is  believed  that  a  certain  amount  of  flea  and  bug  infestation 
exists  in  property  condemned  before  the  war,  but  where  the 
tenants  are  conscious  of  the  point  and  willing  to  take  preventative 
steps  on  their  own  account,  the  information  reached  the  Depart¬ 
ment  on  rare  occasions  only.
